Bor are those charges node a certain to stand up as the attention and the sensation 
sight load ona to believe. H is not at all simple to prove beyond reasonable doubt that 
the false claims to not remembering wore in fast not ramembered. We may be morally certain 
that this w perjury, but proving what was and was not in any son* a miM at any given 
time is not eaey, leau so in time of stress for him, and all these guys were under tho 
moot real priiBsuros on all questionings.

*Ptwf number of repetitions of the same crime that could haw been charged to those 
who were charged sad were not included is inpresaivs as it is a radical departure from 
prosecutorial noira, which is to load the indlotesent so sons charges have batter chances of 
sticking and the time of sentences is likely lengthened.
